OF DISASTER. 


5,000 DEATH-ROLL 
NOW FEARED.

FRESH SHOCKS.. 


Managua, Apr. 2. 

The full picture of the 
. death, horror and destruction 
at the carthquake-stricken 
capital of Nicaragua, cannot 
yet be completed. The disas- 
ter is on a bigger scale than 
even the most pessimistic of 
the carly estimates. 


According to latest figures, the 
death-roll cannot fall far short 
of 5,000! 


‘Every inmate of the hospital 
and the penitentiary are reported 
to have been killed jn the total 
collapac of this buildings at the 
first tragic shock. It is stated 
that there were not less than 
seven hundred persons housed in 
these buildings at the time of the 
disaster, i 


U.S. Officer's Extimate. 


Two thousand dead is the esti- 
mate mide by Colonel F, L. Brad- 
man, of the United States Medical 
Corps, who has taken charge of 
relief work In Managua, 

The task is extremely difeult 
tnd exceedingly dangerous, owing 
to the fact that most of the walls 
which are atill standing are totter- 
ing or Jeaning ‘at precarious 
angles, 


Presidential Palace Doomed. 


The Presidentinl Palace, which 
is built on a high hill, and which 
Was first reported to have come 
through the quake undamaged, is 
netually leaning sideways 
threateningly, and may erash into 
the lagoon in the event of a 
further shock. , 

It will take years to rebuild the 
city: of: Managua; indeed, the 
Opinion ih expressed by some 
people that the capital may have 
to be removed to Granada, 

While thore is an abundance-of 
food and medical supplies arriv- 
ing, and while there is no lack of 
doctors, an outbreak of disense is 
feared a8 nu result of the lack .of 
Pure water. oe

“THE N.T, AGRICULTURAL 
ASSOCIATION. 


‘As is well-known, the New Terri- 
tories Agricultural Associntjon, 
which conducts the shows in the 
New Territories, has ar Agricul- 
tural Bank scheme, to aid the furm- 
era. Details of this have alrendy 
veen. published. | The following 
appeal is now made by the Com- 
mittee: neat 

The New Territories Agricultur- 
al Association has now come into 
heing and it {a hoped that everyone 
in Hangkong will be prepared to 
give it support, 80 thnt it may be- 
come of rea} benefit. to the ipeople 
of the New Territories, and there- 
fore of Hongkong. ; 

The Association aims at helping 
the farmers, not only in improving 
their agricultural methods, but 
also in geeuring  finuneial nesist- 
ance ato more moderate interest 
than they were able to enjoy form- 
erly, It has been necessary for 
them to pay generally 30 or 36 per 
cent. Interest, und reckoning on & 
monthly basis of Bine, or 3% 
would make it still higher. Up to 
the present, no efforts have been 
made to bring them relief, and St. 
must be elenr to every business 
man that this rate of interest muat 
he an intolerable burden; and in 
fnet it has been the means of much 
of the land of the Territories pass- 
ing inte the hands of a few money- 
Jenders, who buve secured the pro- 
perties at exceedingly low cost. 
Such a state of affairs should havo 
been remedied Jong ago, bul none 
has taken up the caunre of tho 
farmers. The Association appeals 
to you, who read Unis, to do your 
bit now, Methods have been de- 
vised, but cnpital is needed, and 
you can pul some capital into it. 
Apidae help the needy people whom 
wou puis by as you go round the 
‘Territories, Tt is hoped that this 
appeal will not be in vain. Those 
who fai! to do their part will Jose 
a rare opportunity fo imporave the, 
Jot of mankind. 

‘two Ways to Help. 

There are two ways in which you 
can help, first, by becoming & mem 
ber, There are at present four 
types of membership, . First the 
Jocal farmers may become mem- 
hers by paying one dollar a year. 
‘This udmita them to the benefits, 
and also provides them with two 
tickets for the annual shows. Se- 
cond, members who pay five dollara 
per anim are eligible for election 
te the Committes, Third supsert= 
pers of one hundred dollars at one 
time become life members; and 
fourth, subscribers of five hundred 
dollars at one ‘time Heeame hon- 
orary vice-presidents for life. If 
firma pay one of the Intter ums , 
they are entitled to delegite re-, 
presentatives, no time limit being 
vet arranged for the termination 
af this honour. 

Tt is hoped that at least twenty 
firms or individuals will become 
Cligible for this privilege, and Bo 
nrovide 10,000 towards the endow- 
ment fund. It is also hoped that: 
ot least one hundred gentlemen or” 
ladies will be life members, and 
provide. another $10,000, These 
fonds will be used for the same 
puynese as the loun fund describe 
ed below, ‘The money will be lent 
{a farmers at lower interest than 
formerly and-in the hope that in 
Gime the rates of interest may be 
still further lowered. 

The Loan Fund, 

The lonn fund is one that may 
be regarded ns almost a gilt edyed 
investment, Sighteen dollars are 
lent now as one share, and alter 
six years rre repaid, fifty shares 
being drawn annually for ten years 
and one hundred annually for the 
next five years. The amount paid 
is twenty dollara in the sixth year, 
increasing by one. dollar annually 
till the twentieth year, when $35, 
is paid, This is almost three per 
cent in the sixth and seventh yenrs 
and over three -per cent in follow- 
irg years. But it confers a fur- 
ther benefit in that one not only 
gets ono’s money back with moder- 
nto Interest but from the twenty 
first to the fortieth year one re- 
cvives a bonus of one dollar per

Grent Desert Conquered. 


The couquest of the vast un- 
explored tract of the famous Rub! 
at Khali, the great sandy desert 
of southern Arabia, by Captain 
Bertram Thomas has been fitting- 
ly recognised by the Royal Geo- 
graphical Society in the award of 
that rare distinction, a Founder’s 
Medal. The exploit was = more 
than an adventurous dash across 
the unknown. The 900-mile 
journey occupled the Intrepid’ ex- 
plorer fifty-eight days, in which 
he carried out numerous scientific 
investigations, enabling the filling: 
in on the map of one of the last 
remaining arens whieh medern 
geographers have hitherto been 
forced to leave ‘uncharted, and 
likely to prove of vital importance 
in the development of air serviecs 
in this part of the world, As 
far as is ‘known, Captain Bertham 
Thomas is the first man to have 
crossed this desolate region. A 
few Europeans in past years penc- 
trated its fringes, but every at- 
tempt’ to make a real impression 
was frustrated by blinding bitllow- 
ing sandstorms which appeared to 
rage. constantly, It is believed 
that some traces of the Cushites, 
the adventurous Biblical traders, 
may be found, or of the Phoeni- 
clans, who necording to Herodotus 
made their way to Palestine from 
the Persian Gulf by way of Oman 
and Dhofar—Sephar of Genesis— 
on the edge of the Rub’ al Khali. 
Captain Thomas's. journey  em- 
braced the longest route ucross 
this 600,000 square-mile desert, 
and was made possible by the use 
of comels. He was planning to 
keep a careful lookout for traces 
of ancient civillaations which are 
reputed to have lasted possibly 
as Jate ay the Middle Ages, when 
the last of the cascs were choked 
up'by the ever-rolling sand. If! 
he has found anything which 
throws Hyht on this subject, ‘he 
will have dpened up a new avenue 
of history as, well as of © geo- 
graphy, nnd for this reason, fur- 
thor’ details of the wonderful feat

HE NAVAL ESTIMATES aro 
here once again to remind 
us of our shrinking sex-power, and 
of the growing reliance of thosd ot 
present in power on “Tpter-nation- 
alism,” to safeguard this teeming 
faland from starvation, surrender 
and, quite possibly, occupation, in, 
the event of trouble against which 
it is the first and primary duty of 
Governments to guard the people 
committed to their charge. . 

In 1936, England is tobe allowed 
60 cruisers in commission, though 
not all-in service, for the defence 
of her food and oll, notwithstand- 
ing 'that 47 cruisers were employed 
on Atlontic convoy alone at the en 
of the Inte war. A generation has 
grown up which has forgotten 
April, 1917, and the semi-starva- 
tion, that the’ country then endured. 

Mr-. Alexander finds .capectal 
satisfaction in the reduction of the 
personnel of the Flect by 10,000 in 
the past four years. That the 
Fleet left to us cannot now be

Fortunately for the cauntry, we 
have oa high-spirited Merchant 
Marino which, in the late war, prov- 
ed its mettle as a great fighting 
Service and which, in sober truth, 
largely won the war. No fewer 
than 5,570 R. N. R. officers were 
on the Navy List in 1918, and tens 
of thousands of merchants seamen 
und fisherqnen served under the 
white ensign. 

The late war at sea was in many 
respects unique. among our naval 
campaigns, and this vast transfer 
from the Merchant Service to the 
Royal Navy should never again be 
necessury, even were it possible. 
Indeed, with the Navy fading away, 
there will be no men-of-war to ab- 
sorb the Merchant Service. In- 
stead, merchant ships will have to 
fight their own way to our ports, 
and this growing need affects very 
acutely the question of the training 
of Merchant Service officers and 
men, and of the numbers trained.

Navy on a small scale what the Ter- 
ritorial Force is to the Army on a 
great one. :

This offers a striking 
example of present-day recollec- 
ctluns centred on the stately homes 
at the corner of Berkeley Square

artiste and social affairs, 


Berkeley Square takes its name 
from Berkeley IHlouse, later Devon- 
shire House and now a modern 
apartment block, which was well 
knuwn ‘to preawar and immediate 
post-war travellers for its hand- 
seme forecourt and gates on 
Piccadilly, almost opposite the 
Ritz Hotel, facing the Green Park, 
This superb home was built. by 
John, Lord Berkeley, on his return 
from Ireland in 1672, at cost of 
£30,000, probably a sixth of what 
it would have cost to-day. Prior 


to that time the Berkeley family’ 


had oceupied Hay Hill) Farm, 
where) Hay Till “stunds to-day 
adjoining and in rear of the pro.

DECREASED DEMAND FOR 
ACCOMMODATION. 


Owing ton decreago in the de- 
mand for accommodation on the 
Colony'’s bathing benches, no pro- 
vision has been made for the erce- 
tion of any more matsheds for 
1931. This announcement was 
made by the Coldnial Secrotary nt 
a mecting of the Legislative Coun- 
cil on Thuraday, in reply to 
n question by the Hon Mr. J, P. 
Braga. Public bathing sheds at 
Repulse Bay ant at North Point 
nre'to be given up, but as thero is 
still some demand at Kennedy 
Town, smaller accommodation will 
be provided there. 


Public Bathing Benches. 


The Hon. Mr. J.P, Braga’ asked 
the following questions: 

Q.—Will the Honourable the 
Colonial Seerctary state whether 

pany reduction is contemplated this 
summer in the facilities usually 
afforded to residents in Hongkong 
and at Kowloon in the matter of 
\ public bathing beaches? 

A.—The use Made of the public 
bathing beachés in Kowloon has 
decreased so much fn the last year 
or two that no provision was made 
for this purpose in the Estimates 
for 1931, The principal reasons 
for the decrease appear to be the 
growth of bathing clubs and the 
provision by cnterers of dressing 
nucommodation with facilities for 
tens and refreshments, As con- 
cerns Tai Wan beach, this seetion 
or foreshore is now the subject of 
sule negotintions amd is net, there. 
fore, in any case, available, No 
publiv matsheds will be erected 
there or at Laichikok, 

On the Island it is proposed, for 
the same renaon, to give up the 
public bathing sheds at Repulse 
Bay and at North Point, and. to 
creet only smaller accommodation 
ut Kennedy Town, where there is 
atill-some demand, The beach at 
Repulse Bay will continue te be 
kept clean and precautions, as be- 
fore, will be tnken for the protec- 
tion of bathers, 


Waterloo Road Accident. ° 


Q.—-Has the attention of Govern- 
ment been drawn to the spaper 
repart of n serious motor-¢ 
cident happening at Kowloon on 
the night of 23rd March, at a point 
in Waterloo Road close te its jine- 
tion with Nathan Road, where the 
road is described as “extremely 
narrow and not particularly well 
lighted at night"? : 

With a view to minimising the 
risk of simlinr uccidents in duture, 
will the Government consider the 
advisability of improving the pub- 
lic Nyhting of roadways . within 
the residential areas in Kowloon? 

A,.—The answer to the first ques- 
tion is in, the affirmative. 

With regard to the second the 
Government considers that the re- 
aidential areas of Kowloon ‘nre 
adequately lighted. The portion 
of Waterloo Road in which the 
accident occurred is not Yet com: 
pleted and, a8 an uncompleted 
road, motorists should use it with 
caution, Fhe covering of the 
nullih ig being extended enstwards 
as rapidly as funds permit, and in 
due course the roadway will be 
opened to the full width now pos- 
eased by the section going to the 
east of the railway,
